The coroner’s formal statement, is­ 
sued after his chemist reported re­ 
sults of tests made on her body dug 
up after IG years burial, said the 
poison was in all probability admin­ 
istered to her between ten and fifteen 
days before her death. 
When Mrs. McClintoek died in Chi­ 
cago her will placed her son under 
the guardianship of Mrs. Shepherd 
with a guardian fee of $15,000 a year. 
Mrs. McClintoek had once attended a 
Kansas College with Mrs. Shepherd. 
"It is very evident,” the coroner 
said, “that the poison was administer­ 
ed to Mrs. McClintoek in small doses, 
showing that maybe six or seven por­ 
tions were given her.
